I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of Novr. 7th regarding the return to Canada of 
medical students who have finished their first or 
second year's studies. 

The policy by which we are governed here at 
the present time is that all medical students who have 
completed two years of a four years course, or three 
years of a five years course, at a recognized University 
and who, it is certified, are able to complete their 
studies in 24 months, may be returned for that purpose 
if they so desire. 

The extension of this policy to cover the case 
of medical students of no matter which year is not 
approved by these Headquarters unless this meets with 
the approval of, and is requested by the Minister of 
Militia, Ottawa, with whom it is suggested that this 
matter be teken up.
